SPRINGFIELD <P.E) — Illinois 
farmers who have been hard hit 
by dry weather for three years arc 
breathing easier but keeping their 
fingers crossed. 
That's the way J. A Ewing, State 
Agriculture department statistician, 
sums up the downstate water situ­ 
ation. 
December and January rains have 
helped ease a three-year drought. 
“There’s water in the topsoil and 
nothing is suffering from lack of 
moisture now—but." says Ewing. 
The “but” is why farmers are 
keeping their fingers crossed. 
Ew­ 
ing explained three dry years have 
robbed the subsoil of its water re­ 
serves. 
No Reservoir of Water 
“ It all depends on whether we 
get the necessary spring and sum­ 
mer rains to really soak the sub­ 
soil," Ewing added. 
“ If we don’t there isn t any ‘wa­ 
ter in the bank’ to draw' on, and 
we will bo even worse off than in 
1954,” he said. 
Ewing isn t doing any predicting. 
But there’s a saying that down­ 
state dry spells never last more 
than three years. 


Optimists point to U. S. Wen* her 
Bureau figures for January rain­ 
fall and say the drought is broken. 
The Springfield Weather Bureau 
reported that more than two inches 
of rain has fallen during January, 
compared to less than half an inch 
iii the entire month of January, 
1954. and an identical figure for 
I January, 1953. 
I Capital IO Inches Under Normal 
Weather Bureau figures indicat­ 
ed rainfall at Springfield of about 


I 25 inches during all of 1954. T hat’s 
IO inches under the “norm al’’ vear- 
I ly precipitation. 
Figures for 1953 
were almost identical. 
The

northern part of the downstate dry 
area,” indicate only a small part 
■ of 
the dry 
weather which 
has 
1 plagued the southern half of the 
: state. 
The dry weather line runs rough

in Edgar County. 
The area north 
of the line had little if any dry 
I weather last year. 
The drought 
hit hardest in the far southern part 
i of the state, with rainfall gradually 
I increasing northward. 


Like Ewing. W eather Bureau of 
ficials reported the winter ra in s 
j have eased the situation, soaking 
the topsoil 
But heavy spring rains 
will have to soak the ground to a 
considerable depth before the dan­ 
ger to next season's crops is past.

LONDON (IP)—Western observers 
speculated today the Russians will 
demand another Big Four confer­ 
ence on Germany as a result of 
their calling an end to the state of 
war that has existed between the 
Soviet Union and Germany since 
1941 
These officials regarded the So­ 
viet Union’s official declaration on 
Germany as just another propa­ 
ganda maneuver in the Communist 
rlrive against rearmam ent of the 
Bonn republic 
The British Foreign Office’s only 
reaction to the Russian move was 
a reminder that Britain, France 
and the United States had made 
a similar declaration almost four 
years ago. 
But the 
F r e n c h newspaper 
L’Aurore said in an editorial the 
Russian act was the most effective 
maneuver in the Soviet campaign 
against German rearmament. 
This morning’s edition of Pravda 
hinted the Soviet Union probably 
will soon sign a peace treaty with 
the Communist East German re­ 
public. 
Pravda said the fact that a peace 
treaty has not been signed was 
“ unprecedented in the history of 
contemporary 
international 
rela­ 
tions,” according to a Radio Mos­ 
cow broadcast. 
The Communist party organ add 
ed that “ the Soviet state made its 
new peace state aiming at strength 
! ening and developing friendly mu- 


i tual relations between the Soviet 


I Union and the German democratic 
Communist republic.” 
Since the end-of-the-war declara 
tion was made only nine days be­ 
fore the convening of the Supreme 
Soviet in Moscow, it was felt that 
a separate peace treaty with East 
Germany will be put before Rus­ 
sia ’s rubber-stamp parliament.
